S Allegory has been the invariable, and I may ſay, eternal Language of 
Almighty GO D, fo no wonder it is, that not only Chriſt was the greateſt 
Maſter therein himſelf, but the Law and the Prophets alſo, How is it otherwiſe 
poſſible then that they ſhould be full of it? For the Law then, as might be (aid, 
what is it but one entire and grand Allegory from the beginning to the end? And 
for the Prophets allo, tis this alone has made them fo long Myltertous, that they 
ſo mix the Allegory, or the Divine Language, with the ordinary or human; that 
the unskill'd Reader, like Queen Candace's Eunuch, wants too often another 
| Philip, or peculiar Divine Interpreter, e'er he can underſtand them. - 
And yet tho in this caſe the Law and the Goſpel equally conſiſt with the ſame 
Divine and Allegorick Language, there is this main difference in them notwith- 
ſtanding ; the Law, as the Author to the Hebrews admirably explains, was in 
its whole eſſe but a dark Symbol or Hieroglyphick, or a ſpeaking ſubſtantial 
Form of things. But for the Goſpel, if it were yet in Allegory (for the Divine 
Majeſty, I'm perſuaded, will never really change his Language) yet for all was its 
Allegory not material and groſs, as in the Law, but nearer the Truth, and in 
Word only; and as if the Myſtery were over, and-the Holy of Holies open to all, 
to wit, that by theſe very Symbols it is that to them that will underſtand we are 
more really and truly to have acceſs to his Holy Throne, and as by the moſt perſect

An Ark is ordain'd, with its Candle, Table and Shew-bread, for the Iſraelites;

by, and as appeared after in fact, by the Succeſſion of the Prophets, to be 
confirm'd to them therein; and yet how, but in Figure and Type only 
of the New Feruſalem, the fuller and more univerſal Source of Prophecy 
and Divine Monition preſigured thereby, thereafter alſo to occur to the 
Chriſtians?

that we are Seckers herein. Alas, there is neither Dream, Viſion, Apparition or 


Interpretation to good to him that by Faith or otherwiſe is not adopt. Nay, and 


have we Prophecy, if we leave GOD he leaves us, and his Bounty even therein 


fails alſo, Have Patience therefore, and whilſt I explain to you a little the Na- 
ture of Adoption, nor think it trifling what is wrote, The Covenant of your 
being adopt is received of GOD, and is GOD? alone; and if you will know 


therefore what it is, and not be rejected of him as a foreign Samaritan, be ready 
to learn thus, and as of himſelf alone, what are the full Capacities of your A- 


doption. And thus firſt, | 
Naturally, Adam was adopt, as the immediate Son of G OD; but he loſt all by 


his Fall, and as indeed is the Power of every other Adoption to be loſt thro its 


Abuſe likewiſe. | 


- Virtually, No good Actions cauſe Adoption, if done for other End than GOD's 


Glory: If done for Fame or Vanity, what ſays our Saviour? Verily they have 
their Reward, But elſe, and as done for GO D's ſake, they will enure to us 


as Faith. | 
Ceremonially, Circumciſion avai'd as Adoption, by a particular Covenant, and: 
till aboliſh'd by the Death of Chriſt ; and who fince, and as to a Purpoſe, has 


afhx?d us Baptiſm in its ſtead. 


Angelically, Were Chriſt, John the Baptiſt, and Sampſon, adopt, Ne, why > 


Their Births were foreſnewn by Angels; and yet for this Adoption 'tis very 
- ſevere, for whoever has it, by the Rule of Apparitions, muſt die for the Cauſe 


of G OD likewiſe. 


Dead Bodies ſeem firangely privileged likewiſe, and as if it might be ſaid, the 
| Juſtice of God being once thoroughly executed on ſuch Dead, they are afier 
reſtor' d, as unfallen, again; and to which purpoſe many have been cured, as by 
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the Touch of the Dead, with Prayer; and Miraculous Diſcoveries of Murders 
have been made even by the Dead Bodies themſelves alſo. ; 
Nominal Adoption likewiſe is not incontiderable neither, but chiefly only vpon 
Nimes. True, ceremonially given, we may fee Steps of it in Chriſt, Joſtus 
Abraham, Iſrael, Peter, and abundance others. Indeed few Men have been 
in great efficacy in any Age, but at lealt they have had this Adoption, if none 
other. | OK: 
National Adoption you may ſee of in Faith underneath, BD 
Opdreſſion Adop:ion is like wiſe very ſtrong, ro my own ſure Knowledg. No 
Perſon is ditinherited, opprels'd, or an Orphan wiong'd, but till he ſorfeits 
the Divine Benignity; he inherits thereby a nearer Guardianſhip and Monition 
trom the Divine Spirit than any other Perſon whatſoever, and as witneſs the 


Oppreſſion of Hagar, Joſeph, 1jrael in Egypt, and many others, if Examples 


might be of avail therein. 
Otticially Kings and Prieſts alſo are adopt, as eſtabliſh'd of GOD, And hence 


indeed, as I conceive, it is that have proceeded, as well the Cures done by the 
| Touch of Kings and Emperors, as the official In{piration of the High Prieſt alſo, 
and who thus torelaw of Chriſt, how one was to die for the People. 


Axioms herein. | | 
Kings anointed are as holy to Government as, Prieſts to their Miniſtry; but 


then as to Miſgovernment their anointing avails not. 
Kings anointed to Government are not thereby nog the Prieſthood alſo. 
Kings, however, anointed Prieſts, may have a doublè Adoption, as alſo Prieſts 
anointed Kings; but then through the double Anointing and Conſtitution of 
GOD, and not the Preſumption of Man. 
Kingly or Imperial State however is not therefore enforc?d by G O D, only 
Perſons thus by due conſent anointed Kings, he of courſe ſo confirms in 
their Authority; but the ſame he did of the Judges, and till does of all 
| Other righteous States whatever. 

Prieſts to their Orders are as ſurely adopt as Kings to their Dominions. 

Prieſts, as to Government, are as unholy as common Perſons, and except as; 

anointed Kings, and ſo doubly adopt, Cc. | | 

Prieſts beyond the Word of their Commiſſion -exceeding in Word or Fact ei- 

ther, are no more juſtified by their Adoption therein than Kings in their Miſ- 

government. 

The very Tranſlation of the Words &mox07@- & didxov©- into Dean and 
Biſhop, I queſtion whether innocent or not. \ 

For the ambitious and mungrel Simon Magus Churchman then, has he not 
utterly debauch'd his Adoption, and fully anſwer'd the Type of the Mony-changer. 
Den of Thieves that polluted the Temple, and that Chriſt himſelf drove out? And: 
if he has, bow can he expect to ſtand himſelf long likewiſe ? Even G O D himſelf, 
and tho he honoured Levi, and bleſſed him with Tythes and Offerings, yet with- 
al to type a perfect Cut-throat by him to all future covetous A_ in - 

urcn,, 
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Church, did he not deny him any Inheritance in Iſrael? and even fo the Miniſters 
ol Chriſt alſo, when they have received a fair and decent Allowance themſelves, 
are they not as unjuſt, and Robbers to encroach on the Bread of others? And be- 
ſides, tho Riches no doubt are good, yet where ſuch Riches are purſu'd as the Re- 
ward of Piety, will our Saviour's Precepts admit ſuch Piety the Reward of 
God allo ? | „ 

To be plain, God allows great Riches to Churchmen and Laymen alike, and as 
he did a King to Iſrael for their Hardneſs of Heart, and as ſeeing they would not 
do better, for fear they ſhould do worſe, and run into Anarchy and Rapine : But 
in himſelf what would he have? Why even a jaſt equality, and as an Anſwer to 
Chriſt's Command, who bids us fell all, and give to the Poor; that is, a State 
wherein there is neither Rich nor Poor, I may ſay, when God ſettled Jrael in 
Canaan, did he not do it by Lot? And when he affixed his Jubilee typical of the 
Perfection of Chriſtianity, did he not by it alſo make ſuch a Lot eternal? And ſo 
alſo when he gave Levi the Tenth and Offerings, was it not becauſe withal they 
were a 12th of the People, and as without Inheritance to manage, and ſo but their 
juſt Livelihood alſo. | 1 8 

Nor let any one cbject in this caſe that this was only a Legal Doctrine; for ſure- 
ly there ſtands an Ananias and Saphira upon Record, as well as an Achan, that 
will ſhew all Ages that this is a State that God wlll accept, as well in Chriſtianity 
as the Law, whenever Men are ripe for it. In the interim, Kingdom, Property, 
and great Riches no doubt are of God's Eſtabliſhment alſo, and till Men by a joint 
and common Conſent have modelV'd themſelves with a juſt care of ordinary In- 
duſiry for our mutual preſervations to a Capacity of a more Noble and Apoftolick 
Dedication, and the greater Bleſſings thereto belonging; and yet even till then too 
**tis good to ſee the Truth, and to ſet it as the common Mark before us, and as what 
all muſt drive at who will but aim to run at the Perfection of Chriſtianity. 

Nor is it to be imagin'd that ſo we may be leſs ſecure in our States than as at 
preſent. Sampſon, Gideon, Deborah, &c. delivered Iſrael, as by the Order of 
Angels, in this State; and why, but as apparitionally typical that the True Church 
will be ſafer under Women and Threfhers that lap, when under the Lord of Hoſts, 
than under the mightieſt Kings, when otherwiſe ? And ſo Sampſon's Weapon was 
but a Jaw-bone of an Ass, and when blind, did he not deſtroy whole Crowds of 
Philiſtines ? and why, but allegorically to ſhew that to the true Nazarie adopt no 
Weapon can be wanted thro Folly, and that they that aſſail them even then, and 
when they think themſelves molt ſecure of them, are yet even then the ſooneſt de- 
ſtroyed by them? ; | | 

Happy were the Day therefore, and at*leaft as a Step towards theſe Perſections, 
wherein Golden Popery would but transform it felt from Spiritual to Temporal z ' 
yea thrice happy were it, tho each Poſſeſſor for Life got his Inheritance therein 
thereby, and fo that but on the Ruins thereof the humbler and real Kingdom of 
God, and that is not of this World, might take root as anew, and exactly accord- 


ing to the Scriptures thereon, Nor fuggeſt I hereby that a decent Support ſhould 
; not 
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not be allowed to thexevived Miniſtry thereon; let the State it ſelf rather fee that 
they who ſerve the Altar live by the Altar, and yet then a decent Equality in ſuch a 
Maintenance. would be agreeable, and a Curſe and Death after that would be as 
neceſſary for thaſe who ſhould either give or receive to increaſe ſuch Allowances, 
and as thoſe who by Gold would endeavour to bring all Evils into the Church alſo. 


Dedicated Adoption alſo by a Parent, or otherwiſe, appears moſt effeQual in Sa- 
muel and the Nazarites, &c. But then withal it ought to be moſt faich= 
fully anſwer'd by the Perſons dedicated to have a ſutable Effect thereto, or 
elſe, and otherwiſe, what cam it avail to them, & c. 

Thus the Humility and Selt-denying Mortification of the Popiſh Orders in what 
is duly anſwer'd, and rightfully to the Will of God, what can deſerve more 
our Encour:gemer.t ? But to live in Celibacy only to ſcorn Marriage equally: 
as holy (or elle ſure Chriſt had never honoured it with his firſt Miracle) or 
to vow a tctired Life only the better to live in Luxury and Idleneſs, or to pro- 
{c{s Chaſtity only as by the conſtraint of Walls, and while its Profeſſors with-- 
in rave in buruing Luſts, can this be according to the Will of God? It it is, 

Ia not what is not. | ; 

The Altar pref.rib'd by God was to be of unhewn Stone, and the Heart that 
will make an agreeable Sacrifice to God, muſt either in Chaſtity or any thing; 
elſe do it in Allegory thereto that is, in a continual ſelf-moving and vo- 

luntary Addreſs, or otherwife, And if Human Wit think to alter the Terms: 
of ſuch Sacrifice, poſſibly indeed they may make it more regular and beauti- 
ful to the eye of Man; but ſurely then withal they muſt loſe God's Reward: 

in't, if either Chriſt or the Scriptures have left us of his Mind among us. 

Happier alſo were it then, if but that our Monaſtick States were ſunk into a de- 
cent Inheritance proportion to their Profeſſors alſo; and then, and unham- 
per'd, if they could live to their purer Mortifications, it mult be acknow- 
ledged they would have a full Right to their Adoption alſo : But at preſent, 
if they be in part accepted therein, they muſt aſſure themſelves, with all 
this, that all therein that's human avails them juſt as nothing. | 

Hitherto alſo may we refer our Miniſterial aggrandized Hierarchies alſo, and as 
all things beyond Command are a Dedication of Courſe : But alas, Chriſt the: 

Stone of the Mountain, unhewn by Hands, and the Altar preſcribed of un- 
hewn Stones, allows of none of theſe, tho fine Debauches of their Simplicity. 
Oar Rule is, not a Tittle in Scripture ſhould be broken; equally vigilant then 
with the Apoltles and Holy Ghoſt ſhou!d we always be, as well that no further 

' Burdens grow on the Elect of God, as that not a Tittle therein preſerib'd 

ſhould be omitted. To be brief, the Miniſter and Nazarze, as far as accepted 
of God, and preſ&ib'd by him, is truly adopt; but under a Regimen be- 
yond his Orders, degenerates into, and becomes I know not what. 

But ſor our Proteſtants, I fear they are got into a contrary Extreme, and as they 


are, they need not wonder that their Ruin iſſues with it. Believe me, 2 
| — 3 
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will not be mocked, a Formal Church will not do, he will be worſhipped 
in Spirit and Truth, or no way; and we that han't the Bridegroom with 
us, need not wonder if we are rejected, when mortiſy ing Watchſulneis is ſo 
{candalouſly ſlighted in our Diſciplines. | 

Errors in Opinion are bad, but in Practice far more horrid, If we then in 
Practice are exceeded by the Papiſis, be it that in Knowledg we exceed them 
yet can we wonder that their Jcſuitiſm ſupplant us, and their Blood-thir(tj= 
neſs maſſacre us? No, God will ſurely root out the worſe for the better, and 
one good Man is more worth with him than Millions of wife and learned, Be it 
then that they think fooliſhly thro Education, yet if their Hearts be more re- 
ligious than ours, we ſhall never be able to face them; and that be their 
Leaders never ſo falſe or corrupt, God may teuder the Flock, when the Shep- 
herds otherwiſe would have ſwiſteſt Deſtruction. ; | 

Things and Places alſo have receiv'd an Adoption according, and thus he that 
but touch'd the Ark received the ſwiſteſt Puniſhment of Death; and King 
Uriah, who would turn Prieſt in the Temple, how dear did his Preſump- 
tioncoli him ? So the new tranſplanted Inhabitants into the Holy Land in the 
place of the Tribes alſo, did not God curſe them with Lions, till they wor- 
ſhipped as was the right way of that Land 3 and even we that have ſucceeded 
others alſo, think ye we can be long- liv'd in our Stations, when we once 
grow wickeder than they that preceded us ? | 

Faith Adoption's the greateſt and ſtrangeſt of all. Indeed the Ceremonial, the 

Official and the Dedicated fight all as under her Banner, and while ſhe like As ſes's 
Rod, vanquiſhes all, as Inchantments againſt Irael, that but thwart her; but for 
her Power, what can exceed it, when Chriſt removes Mountains by it, and 
leaves all things poſſible to its Controul? Or if a more ample Deſcription of its 
Force were required, how grand therein is the Apolile in the 11th to the 

Hebrews ? 

All then that I can but pretend to add to thele Powers given to Faith, is but to 

affirm that they are Subſiance, and not Banter; and ſo for its Qualifications too 
of ſelling all, and giving to the Poor, and of leaving Father and Mother, 
and Wite, and all tor the Goſpel, they are by no means idle Words neither; 
but as rough as our Great but true Maſter is pleas'd to expreſs them, there is 
neither effectual Faith nor true Chriſtianity out of the Allegory of them, and

Our Saviour left his very Parents at Twelve for the Service of God and his Temple, 
and when a Man, ſcorn'd all Human Conliderations whatever to ſerve his Father 
abſolutely; and what follow?d ? He has redeem'd the whole Earth by it. His 
Holineſs was not ſuffer'd to ſee Corruption, but ſince reſuſcitated fits at the Right 
hand of the Glory of the Majeſty moſt High. 

Iſrael alſo kept the Law and the Temple, as deliver'd them, and they had the 
Meſſiah apon't, and had been happy in him too, had they but as jaſlly receiv'd 
him; and this, as I may ſay, was a National Adoption, and had been well ac- 
cepted alſo, had it not been abus'd. 

Chriſtians alſo by following the Goſpel, have thus at length receiv'd the New Jeru-

And indeed Pharaob, Iſrael, and Nebuchadnezzar, 
when they received Joſeph, Moſes, and Daniel, receiv'd they not Prophecy, 
and God with them alſo? And while the Jews and Grecians, who trampled on 

that great Command of God, Touch not mine Anointed, and do my Prephets 
no harm, murdering Chriſt and Socrates thereon, and whom they ought to 
have tender'd as their Eyes, what got they by it? Why the great Bleſſings and 
Doctrines offer'd by them became as hid from their Eyes thereby; nay, and they 
were ſwiftly deſtroyed thereon alſo, and whilſt the Followers of the others have 
inherited Glory, and the greateſt Bleſſings of the Almighty thereby ever ſince. 


To Conclude ; full Self-Sacrificers for Piety, in fulleſt Judgment and on greateſt 
and largeſt Conſideration, are ſuch Faith Adopts, and fo effectually ſure and ſecure 
in't, and as by the very niceſt Preſcriptions both of Law. and Goſpel equally in all

Adoption alſo is a moſt material Qualification for Apparition, Dream, 
and Viſion alike. 
Circumſtance of Time and Place, Cc. are of exceeding advantage in all 
Dream, Viſion and Apparition alike alſo ; but of that elſewhere. 

So they are alike clear or obſcure to us, as is our Faith. The very Royal 

Power of Pharaoh, as of God, had the dark Allegory Monition of the 
Famine, and the ſame was interpreted him alſo, as he received Joſeph x 
but ſuch as Chriſt and Moſes only have attained a Freedom of God, as 
Face to Face, &. | | 

Thus perfeQ Faith and perfect Corruption are triumphant alſo in all alike, 
but to various Ends; perfect Corruption to Language of Vengeance, 
as perfect Faith to Language of Acceptance. And thus the weak-faith'd 
ordinary Iſraelites had but their Allegorick Monitions, and whilſt for 
Moſes, he had not only Apparition, but faw even God himſelf as face 
to face allo, ns Appari- 
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Apparitions are of courſe to all that innovate in the Regimen of the World in a new 

(3) Courſe, and as Originals, and provided withal they die fot't, or finiſh it 

in part only, or elſe there can be no Apparition, &c. And here is the caſe 

of the Papilts alſo, they have many Apparitions, and why? Becauſe as 
blundering in a good State with Imperfections. But of this hereaſter. 

They are entirely for the information of the Publick, 

They ſhew what Iſſue God will give to ſuch Innovations in the end, at preſent 
ſuppoſing the Efforts of ſuch Perſons to fail, and as for a time at leaſt. 

Their true End is this: God originally deſign d the Rule of the World in 

' Perſon; but Human State intervening, he confirm'd it at leaſt to a degree, 
to wit, as far as good, and till his own Government ſhould attain its Do- 
minion. It need not be wonder'd at then that Apparition herein being his 
Miniſter to any one ſo extra-regimen'd; it is as if faid, 80 I ſhall rule one 
day, &c. that is, as is the Allegory of ſuch Apparition. 

And thus God rul'd Iſrael wholly by Apparitions, Angels and Prophets, and 
whilſt ſo extra-regimen'd, making that Attribute ot his truly literal, Ven- 
geance is mine, and I will repay it, ſaith the Lord; and till by Kings and 
States he allowed, he ſuſpended his Power a little. 

And yet even then he reſerv?d his Supremacy till 3 for, ſays the Wiſeman of 
him, By me Kings reign, And what then, if Kings diſobey him, does he 
not tranſlate their Allegiance likewiſe ? In truth, if they are Wicked, can 
we ſay they act from God? God forbid, Indeed by one great Exemplar 
(the common Courſe of God) in Nebuchadnezzar, it appears he would 
have us deem ill Kings as Beaſts + for ſo is the Allegory of the Judgment 

on him: And we muſt not therefore forſake God in imitation, becauſe ſuch 
a wicked Prince has done it before us. | 

To the World then, as now God helps us by immediate Apparition or Judg- 
ment only, where Government can't reach, or roots out Governments 
where faulty, juſt enough, to ſne you that he is ſole Monarch, and that 
Kings are only as his Deputies at the bottom fiill, and that is all. 

And thus Feruſalem had Apparitions deſtructive, and why? Their Govern- 
ment was as Anarchy, and their whole Body as extra-regimen'd, &c. 
and yet even then too, and tho their Wickedneſs was at full height, the Al- 

mighty notwithſtanding would not deſtroy them yet, and till by Signs he 
| had firſt ſhewn them hereof. = M4 3h | 
So Murderers, and all other great Villains, unpuniſh'd thro a fooling of Go- 
vernment, ec. yet eſcape not the Divine Vengeance, and Apparitions 
attending them thereby, as extra-regimen'd, &c. 

The Lady Jane Seymour's Fudg, and Crook-back d Richard, were haunted 

after the Murders they committed, and why? The Murdered's Titles to the 
Crown made them all Perſons equally adopt, and the others Actions of 
courſe as extra-regimen'd, Go. F 
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So ſecret Villanies alſo, and that Human Laws cannot reach, as extra. regi- 
men'd likewiſe, are therefore frequently the Objects of Apparitions, and 
Divine Judgments alſo ſometimes in purſuance. | | 

So ſome through a Self- Sacrifice Death to the Publick alſo, Ihave known leave 
Apparition Death Notices to their Poſterities thereby. 

Second Sight alſo is a kind of Appatition, and occurs to thoſe who live in 
Deſarts, and Places and States forlorn, and which is to them as extra- 

regimen d, &c. as in the North of Scotland and Wales, &c. 

Original perſect extra- re gimen d Perſons of conſequence therefore have met 
with good Appazritions according, and that tho without ſceking; and yet. 
then only when cither they have died in ſetting up God's Kingdom there- 
by, or left their Eſſays therein unfiniſh'd, for elſe there can be no Apparition 
by the Rules before. So 

Original evil extra-regimen'd Perſons of courſe alſo muſt needs meet with evil 
Apparitions and Judgments according; and as I conceive allo, here lies the 
way of Witches and Conjurers : But the Eternal divert all Curioficy in 
trying it by a Light of a purer nature, | 

Thus Moſes, Chriſt, St. Stephen and St. Paul, and among prophane Per- 
ſons Brutus and Antony, &c. had Apparitions, and why? They were alike 

Originals in their way, and extra- regimen'd, Cc, 


But for che indifferent Juke-warm'd regimental Perſon,” what is his Fate? 


Indeed, tho ſtrongly adopt, is not he left to utter Blindneſs, and as were 
the Jews in that black Gulf of Time betwixt the laſt Prophet and our Sa- 
viour? Even the extra- regimenꝰd ſuperſtitious votary Papiſt yet at leaſt has 
had this Reward, God has own'd his acceding Faith, and that by Appa- 
ritions and Mitacles too, and which tho he has after unhappily conſtrued to 
his Deluſion: But they who poſſeſs the Holy of Holies, and only to 

tread it under foot, can they think God will either give them Prophecy or 
Miracle? And they who diſadopt themſelves as wholly to a worldly Po- 

lity, can they expect of the Spirit? No, believe me, God will never 
ſuſſer either Prophet or Miracle to ſuch a People, or if he does it may be 
as one for all, and as by our Saviour ; and after that indeed, and when 
their Impietics are at the ſull, with the Chriſt-crucifying Fews, they may 
have their Monitions to Deſtruction alſo, and then fare wel. 

But that Chriſt and the beſt Men have fallen by the hands of Government, 
why is t? God can't vary in himſelf, he has own'd Mens Juſtice as his 
own Vengeance, and can he be like the Sons of Men, that he ſhould re- 
pent? Men thereſore muſt fly, as Chtriſt ſays, as well as be good, if they'l 
be ſafe; for ſurely God mittook not at firſt, and when he allow'd room 
for the corrupt Judg, and* when by the very Being of ſuch human Judica- 
ture he prevented what might he worſe. "#7 1410 | 

And yet again when flying Maſes and Elijah returned, as by God's peculiar 
Command, neicher Azab's Guards nor all Egype could liand againſt the

This in common howe er attends good Viſions with good Apparitions, they ate 
all alike the ſingular Monitions of Almighty God, and are a great and ſtrong 
implicit Application, that ſo far the Eternal co - operates in publick with us.

to think that when his Father continually admoniſhes him volun- 
tarily, he omits any thing that can be material to his Knowledg ?
